Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 11, 13-15 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Addiego et al. 5212130. 
Addeiego teaches in column 3-6 mixing Al compound such as boehmite and Ba compound and 
heating to form Ba on alumina. No difference is seen in the product made. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 11, 13-15 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Murakami et al. 5063192. 
Murakami teaches in column 3 mixing boehmite with Ba salt and heating. No differences in the 
product are seen. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Suzuki etal. 6159897. 

Suzuki teaches in the examples depositing boehmite alumina on a honeycomb, and also using 
Ba carbonate. The material is then heated at a low temperature. No difference is seen in the 
product made. 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/14/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The assessment of claims 7-9 is correct. The claims recite-and applicants argue- 
structural features, hence the comment in the rejection that no differences are seen. 
Addiego teaches Ba 'adsorbed on the' alumina surface. No difference is seen versus 
what is argued and claimed. Murakami repeatedly teaches a coating layer and drying by 
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heating; see the examples. The subsequent ball milling does not detract from the 
teaching of the present steps; the claims are not 'closed' to exclude further processing. 
It appears that both references make a homogeneous product.
